Information 


This Instructional Routine partially assesses Performance Indicator: "After reading an historical literary play, work in a small group to select a 
scene and use the writing process to write a script for the scene that reflects a different time period. Include details to develop a definite mood 
or tone. Present the scene and solicit questions from the audience. " 


Teacher Notes 


Students need to understand that the definitive rules of punctuation or capitalization may not have been followed if the original was written in a 
poetic form. If this is the case, remind students of the reasons and purposes for this type of writing. Explain that they will need to follow the 
same format in their rewrite if applicable. If not, then all standard conventions will apply.

Suggested Duration: 50 min. 

Content Objective: Students edit script for correct application of grammar, capitalization, punctuation, and spelling conventions. 


Mini Lesson 


1. Remind students of the purposes of revising (reworking content of draft for clarity and development of content) and editing (focusing on the 
mechanics of writing). 
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should focus on the accuracy of the details of their chosen time period, the mood and tone of their script, and the explicit or implicit theme of 
the scene. Remind students that they will also be presenting their scripts, so they need to pay attention to how their script Flows when read 
aloud. 

3. Explain that their original script may not use the definitive rules of punctuation and capitalization because they were written in poetic form. 
Explain that they will need to follow the same format in their script if applicable. If not, then all standard rules apply to their script.
